Captain W illiam E. Miller, of Car­ 
lisle, who has a nundier of friends in 
Adams County, and who has visited at 
the borne of Dr. T. T Tate within the

any government bas bestowed a medal 
of honor for disobedience 
of orders 
[be story is told in a 
dispatch from 
Carlisle to the New York American 
which says; 


During the battle of Gettysburg he 
risked court martial L>y disobeying the 
implicit instructions of his chief, and 
it is brought out that liy so doing bis 
action defeated Staurf* object to reach 
the rear of the Union army. 
in after 
years a grateful government decorated 
the captain fat gallantry for “ exceed 
ing his orders. ’ ’ 


When tile morning of the third day­ 
lit Gettysburg dawned the ta*k of de 
fending the right of the 
Union army 
fell to General I). McM. Gregg 
with 
4 (WO men. 
Among 
these were the 
Third Pinnsylvania Cavalry, deployed 
Lieyoiid the hurl) of 
the fishhook, and 
ordered to bold their positions in the 
woods. 
In tLie command 
of one of 
these squadrons was 
Captain Miller, 
then a 
hoyish 
cavalry officer. 
His 
command consisted 
of four nominal 
companies hut did not 
number more 
than eighty effective men. 


His orders were not 
to 
leave his 
position, for it was important that no 
part of the Confederate cavalry he per 
miffed to Lireak through and get at the 
wagon trains and the rear of the centre 
defending Cemetery Ridge, 


The charge of Pickett was launched 
at a preconcerted 
signal, 
which was 
also un order for General J. E. B.Stuart 
to charge on the extreme Union right 
By tireuking through he 
would 
have 
had the ammunition 
trains at his 
mercy and would have tieen directly in 
tile rear of the defenders of Cemetery 
Ridge 


Stuart launched his main 
(xxiv of 
utxnit 7,Otto men against Gregg’s front. 
M iller'■ squadron wa* still 
deployed 
in the wood* with orders not to move 
out of the position 
Stuart's men out- 
"ti in (teed any force that Gergg could 
tiding to oppose him liy two 
to one 
The head ut the attacking column had 
long since passed tile s(x»t where M il­ 
ler and his eighty men were hiding in 
the wood* 
M iller gras|ied the aitua 
lion 
Turning 
to 
his 
lieutenant, 
W illiam Broske Rawls, of 
Philadel­ 
phia. Captain M iller said: 


“ I have been orders I to hold 
this 
position, but if you w ill tiack me up 
in case I ain court 
martialed I w ill 
order a charge ’’ 


“ I ’m alway* ready to pitch in .’ the 
lieutenant replied, 
and the captain 
gave orders to rally his men 
As soon 
as the line was formed tile little squad­ 
ron dashed out of the wtxxix 
and hit 
the enemy's column about two thirds 
down from the bead. 


So unexpected was the charge 
that 
it Ixire right through the gray column,
